the greatest famine in China since 
1S88, 
caused by complete crop fail- 


ure 
and 
nearly one and one-half 


years of continuous drought. Five 
northern provinces 
constitute the 


famine area and contain over 100,000 
square miles, inhabited by 45,000,- 
000 people. 


The Wisconsin Chinese Students' 


club will give a Chinese 
tea 
and 


bazaar in Lathrop hall Feb. 19, and 
a Chinese 
dinner Feb.' 25, at the 


Woman's building, at which Chinese 
food and music will be furnished. 
The proceeds will be for the famine 
relief. 


National Program Planned 


The problem of Chinese relief is 


being undertaken by a national com- 
mittee for a China 
famine 
fund, 


which operates.in all 
the 
states.

China's disaster :s so great that 


nothing short of international relief

The American, French, Italian, 
and Belgian governments have con- 
sented to a levy of a ten per cent 
additional tax on custom duties to, 
replenish the famine funds. 


Equals Hoover's Task 


"Apparently the monumental work 


of Hoover in stricken Belgium must 
b 
surpassed in China during the 


coming winter or a population great- 
er than that of Belgium will per- 
ish," stated a relief worker in re- 
gard to the northern China famine. 
"Seed for sewing winter wheat is 
impossible to obtain with the failure 
of the autumn crop, and conditions 
from hunger and cholera are without 
parallel in modern history. 
There 


is a great contrast between the con- 
ditions of the people o' America and 
th> men, women, 
nd 
children of 


famine-stricken China, 
who 
have 


been undergoing, hardship and pri- 
vation and are now 
in 
imminent 


danger of starvation." 


President Wilson, who appointed 


the' national reJief committee, said 
in a proclamation on the 
famine: 


"Our diplomatic and consular agen- 
cies inform me that the loss result- 
ing from death in distressing form 
may run into millions of souls. 
It 


is certain that the local government 
and esta-blished agencies are unable 
to cope with the magnitude of the 
disaster. Therefore, not only in the 
n-ime of humanity, but in -hat of i'.ie

Jabot Fund Report Shows Them Promotive of Corruption, 
'Violence, and 111 Will; and an Obstacle to Industrial Peace.

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TOE PADWAY of Milwaukee in his address before the legis- 
•J lalivc labor conference told many surprising stories of dis- 
reputable and criminal wi.rk by private detective agencies. The 
labor men are supporting a bill before the legislature which pro- 
vides for a regulation of detective agencies. Some are advocat- 
ing their abolishment altogether, claiming that the detection, 
as well as the prosecution and punishment of the crime should 
be amply provided for BY PUBLIC AGENCIES. 


The views expri-ssed by Mr. Padway are more than sus- 


iained by a report recently made as to labor spies, the result of 
;:n investigation under the auspices of the Cabot fund for in~. 
dustrial research. The investigations were carried on by Sydney 
Howard and Robert Dunn. They show that industrial spies, in 
the employ of manufacturing establishments and public sen-ice 
corporations are continually at work in all parts of the United 
States. 


This industrial spying by the private detective agencies is 


K most, remunerative business. It depends f,or its success upon a 
feeling of suspicion and hostility between employers and em- 
ployes. When there is a friendly and co-operative spirit between 
capital and labor, the private detective business declines, a.nd 
consequently the agencies do all they can to produce hostility 
between workmen and employers. 


Whenever the private detectives find labor trouble brewing 


in a manufacturing establishment they offer their services to 
the employers. The .spy disguises himself as a worker and then 
betrays the workers cause. Spies in labor unions have -been 
frequently detected and expelled. 


The results of the Cabot fund investigation are being set 


lorth in a series of articles in the New Republic. A chief of the j 
railroad brotherhoods says he has not often known a gathering j 
"•iurffe enough to be a called a meeting, and small enough to ex-! 
elude a spy." Spies have been detected in the mills of the Amer- 
!i-an Woolen Co.. and they were numerous in connection with the 
street railway troubles in Brooklyn and Denver last summer, as 
well as in the brass strikes last spring in St. Louis, Chicago and 
elsewhere. 


The New Republic says a Mr. Coates of Cleveland, a leading 


industrial detective, actually bought the Columbus Labor News 
during the street railway strike in that city, and edited it so as 
to encourage the very agitation which he was being paid to 
bref.k, by the street railway company.. In Minneapolis an agency 
was detected in working for both the union and the employers 
in the same strike. Labor spies brought to New York 500 copies 
of the Communist Manifesto, printed by a detective agency for 
distribution among workmen, and to prove that revolutionists 
were busy with propaganda among the wage-workers. 


The Sherman Service Co. of Chicago instructed its agents Ic 


stir up as much bad feeling as they possibly could between the 
Italians and Serbians. Here were the orders: "Spread data 
among the Serbians that the Italians are going back to work, 
call up every question you can in reference to race hatred be- 
tween these two nationalities."

of the local ice men's union were all in the employ of his agency. 
Among other things they got up a union dance which left the 
organization $500 in debt. This is a common trick of the spies, 
to demoralize a union. A former president of the Massachusetts' 
ear men's union was one of Ray's regular detectives. 


Mr. Padway said that almost to a man the industrial de- 


tectives are criminals, and the Cabot fund report bears out this 
statement. Says the report: 


"The Sherman Service Company buys pages in the New 


York Times to proclaim its doctrine of harmony in industry. 
had its employes exempted from the military draft, admits of 
no competitor, supplies its agents to the modest laboratories of 
Thomas Edison, and the mills of the American Woolen Co., and 
pays in a single year an income tax of $258,000." 


The report gives quotations from letters of detective agen- 


cies telling the kind of service they can render. 


Dunn's National Detective Agency of Detroit says: 
"We are in a position to place in your plant laborers, me- 


chanics, clerks, bookkeepers, in fact people of any vocation to 
obtain information as a fore-runner of labor trouble. We will 
furnish guards on very short notice, and will break a strike in a 
way that will obviate the necessity of your being forced to use 
union or other employes not of your own choosing.' 


The Murphy Secret Service of Detroit says: "We have the 


reputation of being several jumps ahead of the old style way 
of settHng capital and labor difficulties, and we feel that any- 
body in business who allows his affairs to reach the labor strike 
stage, especially if operating on the open shop theory, is behind 
the times." . 


Another company says, "There are things you jusrt CANT 


PUT DOWN IN A LETTER." Another says, (iWe help elim- 
inate the agitator and organizer quietly." And another, "We 
will control the activities of the union and DIRECT ITS POL- 
ICY, provided we are allowed a free hand." 


A great public service is rendered by the Cabot report, in 


exposing the influence of private detective agencies in provok- 
ing Ill-will, corruption jind violence, in making employers sus- 
plekflu tna malicious towrfrd their employes, and in bringing
